At  AKSENU'sfii]  List  meeting  with  ShTAHP[iii]  they  visited  a  ooojuon 
aquaintance  "B".[iv],  who  is  at  present  working  in  the  RBPUBLIC [REPABLIK j [t J 
plant.     Details  about  B.  were  given  in  letter  No.   7  of  5th  September.     In  con- 
versation B.  stated  that  during  the  last   two  months   the  LEAGUE[LIGAj[vi j  had 
attempted  to  arrange  for  the  robota[vii]   to  be  produced  within  a  period  of  60 
daysfviii].     The  firms  which  were  developing  the  air  8yatem[Sr3TEHA  VOZDUKhAJlixJ 
did  not  nant  to  arrange  for  production  within  such  a  short  time  limit.     REPUBLIC 
agreed  to  turn  out  the  robots  and  started  production  55   days  later.     1#  were 
turned  out  for  the  first  time  on  2nd  September.     Each  robot  weighs  i*,500  pounds 
and  has  a  speed  of  500  miles  per  hour.     The   range  is   not  known.     The  air 
unit   [USTANOVKA  VOZDUKhA][x]  on  the  robot  is  6   inohes  in  diameter  and  12  inches 
long.     The  LEAGUE  has  recognised  the  work  as  being  good.     At  present  produotion 
is  going  ahead  at  a  good  paoe.  
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LIBERAL[xi)  confirms   that   tho  output  of  robots  has  begun  and  reports   that 
robot  launchers  [USTANOVKI  ROBOTOB]  will  apparently  be  mounted  on  aircraft 
carriers   far  action  against  JAPAN. 

REPUBLIC  is  at  present  turning    out  600  P-k7  aircraft  a  month.     The 
aircraft  can  do  525  niles  per  hour,  .  There  are  20,0(W  workmen  in  the  plant.
